‘gome strong arguments, based upon his ac- 
tual experience, which is of the widest pos- 
sible character. 

Hele a veteran in congress, comes from a 
fighting state, and has been officially con- 
nected for a long time with the republican 
congressional committee, of which he would 
have been made chairman when James 8. 
‘Sherman was nominated for the vice presi- 
dency had it not been for the unexpected 
rivalry-bDetween him and Tawney of Mirine- 
sota. His opinipns, therefore, are those of an 
expert. His plan is not a sudden one, but 
is the résult of his political observations car- 
ried back for a period of about twenty years. 


Many Shirk Responsibility.

Pittsburg banks were closed today by orders 


of federal and state authorities. 


It is declared that the closing of one—the 
Cosmopolitan National—was the reault of the 
intoxication of a national bank examiner. 
The other--the‘'Mount Washington Savings 
and Trust company—owes its trouble, seme 
persons think, to the trduble of the Cosme- 


politan, 


The CosmOpolitan’s Goors were shut early 
in the day by National Bank Examiner John 
B. Cunningham. Judge Oldham of the legal 
department of the controller of the currency 
is here, Purther than to state that the Cos- 
mopolitan is insolvent, neither Cunningham 
nor Oldham would commit himself, 


Claim That Bank Is Solvent. 


According to charges made by Vice Presi- 
dent EB, A. Kitzmiller, Charles A. Muehi- 
bronner, and other officials of the Cosmo- 
poltan bank, Cunningham was under the 
influende of liquor at, the time he closed the 
institution, and his intoxication has been so 
notorious diiring the last few weeks that it 
had been commion talk throughout banking 


circles. 


Mr. Kitamillet allegem that he is 


prepared to make affidavit that Cunningham 
was drunk at the time the bank was closed, 
and that,his condition has been such on all 
of the recent occasions he hes visited the 
bank ag to attract the genera! attention of 


the employés, 


The officials of the Cosmopolitan declare the

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Releases Her from Position Beneath 
Capsized Boat in Water. 


Nathan - W. MacChesney’s yacht, Albatross, 
with four persons on board, capsized in the 
lake a mile and a half off Forty-seventh 
street yesterday, and for a time it was feared 
by the members of the cruising party that 
all would be drowned. Caught by a severe 
| puff, the boat tossed on its side and then 
turned turtle. 

When the yacht turned {te Kee! upward § 
Mrs. MacChesney slid into the water and 
| was directly beneath the boat, although her 
husband tried hard to keep her from sinking. 

@hester McKenzie, a University of Mich- 
igan student under the guardianship of Mr. 
MacChesney, probably saved the woman's 
life.’ When she did not come up he dived 
| down beneath the hull of the boat and brought 
her out. Her husband at firgt thought she 
was caught in the rigging and was about to 
} plunge in to assist young McKenzie. 

Elmer Lehndorff, a freshman at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and eon of @ wealthy 
Michigan lumberman, was sailing the boat, 
which isa dory with a email ‘' leg of mutton ” 
sail and a jib, He was not experienced in 
the handling of a yacht, and when he was 
ready to come about he could not manage the 
boat properly. 

Puff Capsizes the Boat. 

‘At the same moment a etiff puff of wind 
caught the mainsail and before the four 
were aware of their danger the yacht ca- 
reened and! the sail dipped into the water. 
The occupants ciimbéd to the side of the boat 
out of water and McKenzie, removing some 
of his clothes, plunged intp the water to | 
bring down the wet canvas. 

It was thought that if the sail could be 
removed from the water the boat might be 
righted and balled out. However, the releas- 
ing of. the sail only made matters worse, for 
ho sooner ha@ McKenzie fokied up the can- 
yas than ‘the yacht turned completely over 
with its mast pointing down in the watef, 

All fout were tosed into the water, but) 
all except Mrs. MacCheasney soon came to 
the surface. When she was rescued by Me- 
Kenzie much 4ifficulty was found in getting 
her back on the bottom of the yacht. She 
wae hysterical for a few moments, but her 
fears soon were calmed by her husband, 

Useless to Shout for Aid. 
No other atl wag visible on the lake af 
this time andthe members of the party knew 
it was uselese to shout for aid.. Mre Mac. 
Chesney then came to the assistance of the 
party by reledsing an oar from the boat anc 
tying het own and several! other handker- 
chiefs on the end. With this for a wigwag 
her husband made signe of distress.

Entire Party Is Rescued. 

The Kid drew up by the side of the over- 
turned boat several minutes before the life 
safers under command of Capt. Turney in 
their launch Steadfast arrived on the scere. 
The crew of The Kid assisted the four thor- 
oughly drenched and shivering members of 
the yachting party into their own craft. 

Then the life savers righted the yacht, 
bailed it out; and/took it in tow to the South 
Shore, Country club, from where the party 
started on the cruise.

“To force this it would be necessary to 1x 
adequate punishment for the crime of neg- 
lecling one’s duty to the government. Pro- 
vision would have to be , of course, 
for people whe are actually away from home 
or were too ill to go to the polls. but it ought 
to be easy to devise punishment for those 
who willfully neglect to vote either at the 
primaries or at election. 

“It might not be constitutional to weke dis- 
tinctions, but if lL could have my way I would 
have a graded scale of fines. In the first 
place, “the habitual offender should be pun- 
ished more heavily for violating the law, just 
as we do in the case of burglars and counter- 


feiters. Then a man who has the greatest: 
stake in the community, a property holder, - 


should be punished mvure neavily than one 
who really is not seriously influenced by the 
result of.any particular election. Property 
holders and the educated man should be dealt 
with severely for falling to give to the govern- 
ment the benefit of their votes. 

“The result would be that these solid men 
soon would dictate the makeup of tickets of 
all parties, the class of candidates would im- 
prove, and, above all. the lower strata in our 
cities would not have amything like tha po- 
litical importance | they now enjoy. because 
the candidates would appeal naturally to the 
solid element in the municipality and would 
endeavor to secure their favor by agreeing 
in advance to desirable policies. 


Would Mean Permanent Reform. . 

“ Attempts at reform are spasmodic now 
because good men go to the polis or primaries 
once or twice and then fall back into their old 
habits.

HOPKINS WILL GET BIG BOOST. 


State Republican Convention to Adopt 
United States Senator’s Heso- 
lutions of Indorsement. 


Senator Albert J. Hopkins has prepared the 
resoiution which declares iim the indorsed 
candidate ofr the republican party for elec- 
tion to the United States senate by the legis- 
lature next winter. His friends will have it 
introduced at the republican state convention 
in Springfleld Wednesday and it will he 
passed. ~ 

It will be joined to the resolutions which 
indorse Gov. Deneen and all the other state 


Py candidates and it will be incorporated in the. 


state platform. 

There may be some objections. but the 
party managers are confident that harmony 
has the upper hand and that no serious dis- 
turbance of the peace will result when the 
state delegates assemble to nominate uni- 
versity trustees, select presidential electors, 
and opt the state platform. 

Such action in favor of Mr. Hopkins does 
not make his reélection an absolute certainty, 
but it will go a long way towards putting him 
in a position where he need not worry greatly. 
The indorsement bv the party will make it 
more difficult for republican members of the 
legislature to bolt the party caucus in the 
legisiature next winter. Mr. Hopkins can 
control the caucus if the republicans can be 
brought into one.

My name was Amador and my parents were 
of the purest Spanish blood. My mother. 
married a second time. Her second husband 
was an Irishman of great wealth. | Creegh 
was his name, and In Madrid socie y I was 
known aé his daughter. 

“The general married me& and I returned 
with ‘him to America. There must be men 
and women in Washington today who re- 
member. But I did not stay long. IT went 
back to Madrid to my parents and my home 
of luxury and there I have stayed. There 
has nevert been any real trouble between the 
general and I. Never a particle of trouble; 
not the slightept jar.”’ 

Dreads Cold Wrath of United States. 

‘We simply agreed to live apart,” she con- 
tinued: “he Hvying In this country, which he 
roved.' and I dreading its ¢old winds ‘and 
storms.

Slew Despoiler of Home. 

Gen. Sickles was the first man to be tried 
and acquitted in America for killing the de- 
epoiler of his home, his first wife having 
given him cauge to believe the reported’ guilt 
of Philip Barton Key. 

Sickles Iftved in Washington and was serv- 
ing as a’ member of congress in 1859. Hear- 
ing of a mesaliiance between his wife and 
Key the congressman sought him out and 
charged him with ruining the wife of a man 
who had tendered him the hospitalityiof his 
home. Kéy faced him and was shot, receiv- 
ing a wound from which he died in three days. 
Key was district attorney of the District of 
Columbia, a son of the author of the *’Star 
Spangled Banner,”’ and frequeritly boasted 
of -his conquestsiof women. 

Henry M. Stanton put the defense of Sickles 
squarely on the ground that the wronged 
husband was justified Im killing Key. On 
this theory the case.wase tried and the ac- 
quittal following was indorsed by the popu- 
lar verdict of the people of the ¢ountry. 

Following the acquittal the country was 
astonished by the announcement that the 
wife had been taken back to her place in his 
home by Sickles.’' There was one reason

‘Why He Forgave Guilty Wife. 

fm answer to the condemnation of many 
old friends, Sickles issued: a signed card in 
which he explained the act.

BRAVE RESCUERS |DENTIFIED 
AFTER BATTLE WITH WAVES. 


Men Who Prevented Suicide in Lake 
Discovered to Be Charles H. Schweppe 
and Attorney John J. Peckham. 


Murder will out. 

So will heroism. | 

This is demonstrated by the discovery yes- 
terday of the identity of the two men who 
risked their lives to drag from the lake at the 
foot of Cedar street a laborer who attempted 
suicide last Wednesday. 

After the rescue they assisted two physi- 
clans in working over the unconscious man 
for half an hour and then hurried away in 


the automobile of a friend who happened” 


along, refusing to tell their names. 

They are Charles H. Schweppe, 108 Lincoln 
Park boulevard, and John J. Peckham, a 
young attorney residing at 335 Rush street, 

The man who tried to end his life is Bryan 
Carey. He went to the lake shore about 5:30 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon and in the 
sight of many people removed his clothes and 
plunged into the walter. The spectators 
thought the man merely wanted to take a 
swim. 

Peckham, who saw the man making his 
way out through the rollers that were dash- 
ing over the esplanade, thought differently. 
He started for the scene on a run, being 
joined by his friend Schweppe, and together 
they plunged into the lake, They were fol- 
lowed by a third man, whose name was not 
learned, but who was unable to be of much 
assistance because of his inability to swim. 

Peckham told Schweppe to stay between 
him and the shore and he would try to save 
the drowning man alone. After a short strug- 
gle with Carey, however, he was forced to 
call for assistance, and the.two had consid- 
erable difficulty in bringing Carey ashore. 

Just as the man was taken from the water 
John H. Winterbotham, 108 Lincoln Park 
boulevard, a friend of the rescuers, appeared 
in his automobile, and when Carey had re- 
covered consciousness took the two away 
with him, after they had refused to give 
their names. 

“It was the pluckiest act I ever saw,” said 
Mr. Winterbotham, the only one of the trio 
who could be found yesterday. “I am glad 
I didn’t happen along five minutes earlier, for 
it was not only a mighty unpleasant job but 
a highly dangerous one. The breakers were 
big, the undertow strong, and it was a won- 
der the rescuers were able to fight their way 
to shore.’

Loading a shipment into a@ wrong car 
always hag beema prolific source of trouble to 
the claim department.

way at Columbia, S. C., and,'suffering from 
this frequent error of truckmen, adopted a 
scheme to prevent mistakes, Incidentally, 
not all of the trouble came to the claim de 
partment, either, for it was no uncommon 
thing to discover an error had been made 
with certain freight that had been loaded 
first into a car and when the error waa dis- 
covered the car was already nearly full. 

Mr. Morton's scheme was to disrégard the 
official number of cars that stood ready for 
loading and to number them consecutively 
from 1 up to 7 or 12, as the case might de- 
mand. As each truckman received his Joad 
he was handed a slip of paper on which wap 
written the number of the car to which it 
should go. At might angles to the car was 
posted a board on which from either side the 
temporary simple number could be read by 
the truckman. Inside the car was posted a 
block of printed tickets corresponding to the 
car number: outside. The duty of the truck- 
man wasto retain his penciled slip, unload his 
truck, tear off one of the printed numbers

Fight Over a Nest. 


On one occasion a male chub was observed 
hovering over a heap of gravel and sand 
measuring three feet long and about one 
foot wide. The chub was seen darting at 
every other small chub, driving it away. 
Soon another chub male, much larger, ap- 
peared, drove the first guardian away and 
thereafter remained master cf the gravel: 
nest. casionally this newdomer busied 
himeelf in pifking pebbles in his mouth and 
adding them to the heap. 


Sometimes in the course of the observa- i 


tions this chub would make as many as 
twenty trips to a gravel bed ten feet away. 
Sometimes he would carry a pebbie as large 
as he could pick yp; sometimes several 
smnall pebbles, and infrequently a mouthful 
of sand would be deposited on the heap. In 
dropping these pebbles the fish opened his 
mouth and by a quick recofl of his body let 
them sink. Several times large numbers of 
smaller chubs would gather and make a rush 
for the nest. There would be a mixup ta 
which only the gleaming bellies of the fishes 
could be seen in the troubled water, but in 
the end the large fish was master of his Po . 
sition.

Natives Being Crowded Ont. 

In these New England waters it is re- 
marked that few of the fishes native to them 
are to be found. Not all the varieties intro. 
duced there have been planted wisely, but 
several of the salmon family, the whitefish, 
the lake trout and the rainbow trout are 
found of large size. Some of the smaller 
native fishes are found to be amMfliicted with 
tapeworms, some to-such an extent that the 
abdomen is distorted. 

It is interesting to note that the spawning 
habits of the eel are not at all understood, 
probably for the reason that while the sal: 
mon leaves salt water to spawn fn fresh wa- 
ter rivers and lakes, the eel leaves fresh 
water for the ocean at this time. The eel has 
been caught as large as thirty-three inches th

In 1904 he came to Chicago as manager 
for one of the leading millinery houses, and 
at once plunged heart and soul into the work 
of the Association of Commerce. Three years 
later the association decided that it needed 
all his time and the post of business manager 
was created with large responsibilities and 
powers. 

Mr. Moogy has found time in the midst of 
his many activities to collect a fine library 
and to contribute several articles on business 
subjects to newspapers and magazines. Last 
year he issued a book entitled “‘Men Who 
Seil Things,’’ which had a wide sale and is 
now in ita fifth ediition. 

Apart ffom a year spent at Ann Arbor, 
Mr. Moody has not had a college career.

Few of these garments, copied entirely, would be 
practical or in good taste for women who have compara- 
tively few things and for thet ‘reason never can follow 
the extreme im anything. But often the. combinations 
of materials and colors or shades used give valuable 
hints, while the line of this or that part of a| skirt er 
waist, the manner of trimming, as well as the various 
kinds of trimming succestfully used on one gown, give 
many ideas which can be turned ‘to advantage on the 
more simple clothes. | 

Hardly too Much attention can be paid to sleeves. 
One frequently sees the two extremes, the long, close 
fitting sleeves, coming over the hand, or such short, 
small ones that they scarcely deserve the name of 
sleeves—and buttons really or apparently button them 
the entire length of the outside seam, or in some diag- 
onal line from the elbow to wrist on the top, where 
they hold in place gome fancy inset of lace, tucks, or 
embroidery. | f 

While on the subject of sleeves it may prove help- 
ful to many to Know exactly how to put a two piece, 
tight fitting Sleeve together. Some years ago, when 
these were worn, it Was by no means an uncommon 
sight to see a badly twisted sleeve on some woman, one 
where the inside seam persisted in coming up over the 
top of the atm. And the fault invariably lies in’ the 
manner of putting together, It is absolutely esrential 
that the patterns be laid right on the material, anf it 
may be well to know how to. do this! without depend- 
ing on the perfofationa put in patterns for this purpose, 
for one perhabs may have a pattern which has been cut 
from another end which may not have all the marks on. 

The upper or larger sl¢eve portion is laid on a 
lengthwise thread of the material from the top to the 
elbow, then holding it in place at the top, sewing it 
in at the elbow about three-quarters of an-inch towards 
the front or in@ide seam, Pin it in place. on' the ma- 
terial, except at the hand point of the inaide séam. 
Turn beck a corner of the pattern at this place end 
crease across) @ corner so that the crease is parallel

Before removing the pattern the elbow line on both

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elbow line and one and one-half inches below the elbow 
line on the’ outside seam, 

The reason for creasing a line on the under, corre- 
sponding to the upper, probably has been guessed. Both 
parts of a sleeve should have the cloth running the 
game Way at the inside seam at the bottom. 

When. putting a sleéve together the parts should be 
laid on a table or lapboard, and never held up in the 
hands. Lay the upper sleeye portion on the table, right 
side up and inside seam away from you. Lay the under 
side on the upper, with the wrong side up. Have the 
elbow lines meet on the front or inside seam, and pin 
the sleeve together at this point, then pin the sleeve 
together on this seam both below and above the elbow. 
Turn the sleeve around, so that the Inside seam is 
towards you and the outside seam away from you. It 
will be seen that the upper portion is considerably wider 
than the under side. Bring the upper seam over to the 
seam on the under portion at the elbow line, and pin 


in position. 


The under, portion at all times must Me out flat, and | 


the upper is brought over to meet the under side, thus 
making a fold in the upper portion. Bring the upper 
sleeve portion over to meet the under portion, on the 
length from thé elbow to the tep, and @o not pin the 
seam. together until the fold made by bringing this 
upper over ig an absolutely smooth one. It must not 
show the slightest tendency to twist When it is 
emooth, pin the seam together, beginning at the mark 
one inch above the elbow on the under sleeve portion,

Put the sleeve on, let | 
the arm hang down straight at the side, so that the 
inside seam is over the middie of the thumb, then turn | 
the arm and hand so that the palm is uppermost, and if | 
the sleeve has been put together carefully, the seam | 
will not show the smallest inclination) to follow the;

Pare the melon; be sure to cut the red part 
all Away; cut into squares. Cook immediate- 
ly tn slightly salted water until they can 
be pierced with a fork. Then drain in a jelly 
cloth for several hours; overnight is better. 
Next moring make a sirup, using for a 
good sized melon four cups of vinegar and 
eight cups f sugar, a few slices of lemon, a 
few: whole cloves, and a little stick cinnamon, 
tied In a thin cloth. When the sirup boils 
put in the pickles and boil slowly, until they 
become transparent. This will require from 
one to two hours,’as some melons ¢ook more 
quickly than others. I cover them after the 
first thirty minutes, -ase this prevents their 
becoming too strong. Remove the spices, as 
they cause the pickles to turn dark. Place 
in glass jars and seal.

There are some expressions which beleng peculiarly. 
to genius. Mantegazza thinks it easier for a woman to 
hide a happy love than for a man of génius to conceal 
the’ god who possesses him. 

“We all may experience rage or pleasure, despair 
and love: but genius is the privilege of a few, and the 
gleam of the creative artist's eye is.a jewel before which 
the brilliancy of all the diamonds and sapplires in the 
world pales.” 

Lavater said that genius will be best ‘revealed by the 
eye. Look for it in the look properly soe called, in the 
fire which animates it, but above all the drawing of the 
upper eyelid; considered in profile. 

“If this single feature is positive 
the rest matters little to me.’ 

In addition to the gleams of fire the eye of the genius, 
according to LavVater, has emanations. 

“ Whether these emanations are real, like those which | 
escape from luminous bodies, or whether they only result 
from the movement of that mattér which we call light. 
a magnetic er electric fluid, it is tot the less true that 
the eye of the genius seems to have emanations acting | 
physically and directly on other eyes. 

“If it ig true that every body reflects light in a man- 
ner peculiar to itself which retains Ms ésséence, or at 
least recalis it, by a certain affinity, it must be that 
every eye gives to its rays the direction and vibrations 
proper to it, and consequently the rays which tssue from 
the eye of a man of genius may produce stronger sensa- 
tions thah those from that of an ordinary man. The look 
of genius, with all its fire, is irresistible, miraculous, 
divine.”

health; it is the joyous expression of an honest mar who 
is well, Before such representatives of life. we cry, 
What a laughing face! What a picturé of! contentment! 
It:is a pleasure to look upon it. | 

The physiognomy of tumultuous, delirious mad joy 
is seen In sudden and violent joy, especially wien the 
mind is not prepared for it. The emotion spreads tu- 
multuously and rapidly from one circle of ‘expression to 
another. Smiling and laughing, convulsions and cries, 
song and dancing, scarcely suffice to provide for the let- 
ting off of the continuous and vigorous currents which 
rige from the nerve centers. 
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An almost constant character of this expression is to 
transform the affective energy into acts; there is felt an 
irresistible necessity to embrace, to Kiss whatever is 
near, whether it be an animate or inanimate object. 

The physiognomy of satisfied pride comes in the man 
who has risen in the scale of rank and experiences an 
intense and continuous joy which impresses a permanent 
and characteristic expression on his physiognomy. 

Just as a cat bristles up her fur and inflates herseif 
to appear larger and to frighten a dog which threatens 
her, so a man full of pride, satisfied at the rank in which 
his eye finds itself, inflates his cheeks, breathes fre- 
quently and powerfully, holds up his head, walks. noisily 
—jin a word, seeks to appropriate as many of the sun’s 
rays as he can and to attract in every fashion the atten- 
tion of his inferiors., HM is not without reason that in 
every language inflated signifies proud.

Face of the Man Loving to Eat and Drink. 

A joyous, epicurean, Bacchic physiognomy is the ex- 
aggeration of good humor, with a strong tinge of sensu- 
ality, brute stupidity. All gradations are possible from 
‘the barest expression of gluttony to the higher and more 
universal epicureanism. 

If an artist wished to portray in five large pictures 
the different periods of human life represented by their 
most characteristic joys, Prof. Mantegazza would pro- 
pose these subjects: Infancy and childhood, good humor, 
consciousness of perfect_ health; adolescence, heedless- 
ness, muscular intoxicafion: youth, joys of love, contem- 
plation of the world through rose colored glasses; adult 
age, the pleasures of strife and of satisfied self-esteem, 
old age, the tender joys of affection and the melanchaly 
of tender memories. 

While studying the 
Mantegazsa has noted.a law that he 
investigating the expressions of pain.

Mouth Is the“ Stot of "Our. Money Box 


The expression of the pleasures of taste fs coarse; 
but there is none the less its. analogue in the expression 
of the joy of wealth, “ perhaps: because. the month‘is the 
slot of our money box and receives the tribute of all our 
receipts, and because the tasting of a delicate morsel is 
like the pleasure of fingering gold and bank notes.” 

The pleasures of smell have an expression almost 
identical with that of voluptuousness. The passion of 
certain toothless old people for snuff Dr. Mantegazza 
regards as certainly a pleasure of smell. The pleasures 
of touch are confused with those of voluptuotugness and 
present a similar expression. But they are nearly al- 
ways complicated by a muscular exertion which gives 
them an expression of resistance, action, strife. 

It if in the lower part of the face and still more 
round the chin that the exp ession of charactér and of 
action is concentrated. T’ ‘ay of this center of ex- 
pression follows in sympa hy the _§ intelligent and 
rhythmical movements of the carpenter, of the smith, 
of the turner. It is almost impossible to plane, to saw, 
to bore without the face assuming an active expression 
of work and energy. 

Certain workmen who are nervous: present sometimes 
while in the performance of their manual labors heroic 
expressions which the artist would find again on battle- 
fields and in parliaments, if on these rare occasions, in 
these bloody combats or strife of words, it was possible 
to maintain that composure and -the spirit of observa 
tion which, on the other hand, are easily preserved in 
the workshop of a turner or of a smith.

Physiognomy an Ancient Science. 

The science of facial expression is old and anpnorable 
Admantius said that the character is expressed by the 
forehead and the eyes even when .the mouth. te silent. 
The philosopher Cleanthes was wont to say, after Zeno, 
that disposition might be recognized from the face. The 
Pythagoreans had a rule, when disciples came to them 
demanding to be instructed, to accept none unless they 
had ascertained by clear indications, drawn from their 
countenances and their whole external appearance, that 
they would succéed in learning. They said that nature 
constitutes the body after the soul, and gives to this the 
instruments which are necessary for it. that slic shows 
us in the body the image of the soul, or rather that the 
one is the pattern of the other. 

We read in Plato that Socrates admitted none to phi- 
losophy unless assured by examining his’ faee that he 
was suited te it. The physiognomy of Alcibiades indi- 
cated, said Plutarch, that he was destined to raise him- 
self to the highest rank in the republic, 

Pilato, and after him Aristotle, said that nature pro- 
portions the body to the activity of the soul.‘ In fact. 
every instrument which is made with a view to a certain 
thing must be proportioned to this thing. All the parts 
of the body are made for something, and this cause for 
which a thing is made is an action, whence it clearly 
follows that the body altogether has heen ereated hy 
nature with a view to an excellent action.

Plato Compares Man to Animals. 

Aristotle wrote a book on physiofneniy. and Plato 
compared the physiognomy of man to that of animals. 
A man would be courageous, for example, If he had 
something of the lion, broad chest, wide and powerfw! 
shoulders. 

Lavater, the Swiss priest, was the apostie of scien- 
tific physiognomy and one of the most brilliant figures in 
the history of the physiological sciences, One day a 
stranger presented himself to Lavater. “ M. Lavater.” 
he said, “I have just arrived. Look at me well, for I 
have taken the journey from Paris to Zurich to see you 
and to submit my countenance to you for exantination. 
Guess who I am.” 

“I have already looked at you attentively. You have 
many characteristic features. To begin, you write. You 
probably devote yourself professionally to literary work. 
Yes, certainly, you are a man of letters; Yet it-appears 
to me that you are a philosopher, that yok know how to 
seize the ridiculous side of things, that you have cour- 
age, originality, much wit. You might well be the 
author of the ‘Tableau de Paris,’ which I have just fin- 
ished reading.” j

Cyrus McCormick Esq. once more loans his attractive 
and colorful paintings, which include the Schreyer and 
Van Marcke, a Constable, and Gainsborough, and Law- 
rence, a Trovon and Israels, four charming scenes by 
Inness, one by William Wendt, many examples of the 
Barbison school. at Henner, a Gérdme, a Thaulon, and 
a Bouguereau. 

A detailed account of these artists’ works.would be 
a delight, but Chicago has many other private collec- 
tions which are sometimes seen through courtesy to 
clubs and elsewhere as loans.

| Altenhof on the City’s Border. 
The traveler appreaching Essen from Berlin reaches 
: ge arming village of Altenhof. The word may be 
ally t fislated old people’s homiec.. This is the place 
er 1 and disabled employés find comfortable 
and pretty womes in which, to spend their declining 
years. It is a charming spot with its rows of artistic 
| @ottages set. in bright flower gardens and shaded by 

the magnifirent trees that line the streets. 

There ig' a dull roar to be heard in the distance and 

dull cloufl hangs over.the horizon, but these things 
are merely sufficient to accentuate the perfect peace of 
the old pegple’s village. In the evenings they gather 

on their do@rsteps or in the beer garden and with their 
eyes fixed On that distant cloud &fd that subdued roar 
in their ears they chatter of the days when they formed 
an active part of that great bustle going on over yonder. 

The pension fusd which prévides for the wants of 
the inhabitants of Adtenhof is pastiy composed of a 
government grant, but the ma@jor portion is contributed 
by Mme Krupp.. The amount granted to individuais 
varies from $50 go $150 a year, according to the necessi- 
ties Of e&cli case, and the rents of the cottages are 
fixed in acabrdancve with the ability of the tenant te pay, 
The village stores are run by the company, and the 
best food is supplied at practically cost prices, while 
beer ia sold on the same dasis. 

Leaving Altenhof, Essen is reached, and the, first 
thing of note is the extraordinary cleanliness and order- 
liness of the town. The place is a model of the mili- 
tary precision whith is so dear to the German heart and 
is regulated in every detail as if it Were & great bar- 
racks. 
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Housing of Workers First Task. 

The first problem which Mme. Krupp started to 
solve was the housing of her army of workmen and 
their families. Essen previously had been similar to 
hundreds of other manufacturing towns. Its inhab- 
itants lived for the most part in insanitary tenements or 
in filthy and dilapidated cottages huddled together in 
unsavory slums, With the illimitable powers that 
money gives these slums and tenements were all swept 
away and in their place model cottages and tenements 
were erected. 
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Each cottage’ was placed in its little plot of land 
and the bigger buildings were erected in courts, where 
trees, shrubs, and fountaims brought the country as 
close as pd@ssible to those who were compelled to live 
there. More pretentious buildings were constructed for 
the foremen and officials of the works, but in every 
instance nothing but the best materials and most mod- 
ern archMetture were used and a sanitary system laid 
down on the most modern, scientific principles. 

' Economie tonditiots in Germany cause the scale of 
wages for even skilled workmen to be low compared 
with what’ the same class of labor can command in 
America. The question of rent was therefore a serious 
one. Mme; Krupp, however, was not building for 
money's sake. She was making an investment in the 
good will of her employés, and a scale of rents was ac- 
cordingly evolved to suit the wager paid and which wat 
considerably lower than those which had been charged 
for the ol8 ramshackle houses in which the work 
people had Upats s: been compelled to live. 

es 
| Cottages at $22 Per Year. 

The model cottages are rented at from $22 to $80 
a year, one with four rooms costing only $5 a month, 
In every one of them there is a capacious bathroom 
and hot and cohd water and electric light, all of which 
is included in the rent. Thé@ German housewife is nat- 
urally scrupulously cleanly, and these little houses are 
models of neatress and spotiessness. Prizes are of- 
fered periodically for the best kept gardens, and there 
is a keen rivalry among the cottagers over their plots, 
where flowers are everywhere to be seen, in the summer 
affording a picturesque view. 

There afe no private stores in Hssen, but this is 
merely -because a private store could hardly be operated 
at a profit. All provisions and necessaries are supplied 
from the cimpany’s stores, which are run on the co- 
operative plan. There is absolutely no compulsion of 
any kind on the workman to make him deal with these 
spores, but the advantages are so obvious that he would 
never dream of going elsewhere, Mme. Krupp pays per- 
sonal attention to this part of her scheme and takes 
care that nothing but the highest class of goods is sold. 

some idea of the vast amount of provisions supplied 
by these places may be gathered from the fact that they 
bake 20,000,000 Poaves of bread yearly and slaughter 
between 20000 and 30,000 cattle. Other goods are, of 
course, deadt in on the same scale, 

The cottages are occupied for the most part by the 
minor officials and skilled workers of the highest classes, 
while the tenements find their, tenants amontg the rank 
and file of the de#borers. These buildings are not, how- 
ever. one whit inferior in point of comfert to the indi- 
vidual houses and are as well provided with bathrooms 
and lightimg and heating arrangements. The accommo- 
dations are not, of course, so commodious, but in every 
other respeet the tenement dweller is just as well off as 
his more pretentious nelghbor. 
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Bachelors Are Not Neglected.

In a Single decade the North. Dakota station has 
added -$1700,000,000 to the wealth of that state alone, 
largely through the experimental work of the station 
in the development of cereals.

colleges, whose faculties supply the station staffs, Their 
duties, as prescribed by the government, are to conduct 
original research or verify experiments on the physiol- 
ogy of plants and animals; the diseases to which they 
are severally subject, with the remedies for the same; 
the .chemical composition of useful plants at their dif- 
ferent stages of growth; the comparative advantages of 
rélative cropping as pursued under a varying series of 
crops; the capacity of new plants for acclimatization; 
the analysis of soils and water; the chemical compo- 
with experi- 
ments designed te test their comparative effects on 
crops of. different kinds. 

The experiment stations also study the adaptation 
and value of grasses and farage plants; the composition 
and digestibility of the different kinds of foods for 
domestic animals: the scientific and economic questions 
involved in the production of butter and cheese; and 
such other researches or experiments bearing directly 
on the agricultural industry of the United States as in 
each case may be desirable, having due regard to the 
varying conditions and needs of the respective states and 
territories.

Bulletins Mailed to:600,000 Farmers. 

‘Some stations issue two sets of bulletins, one popu- 
lar, practical, and brief, the other elaborate and scien- 
tific. More than 600,000 farmers are on the mailing Hsts 
of these stations. Nearly a thousand men are on the 
staffs of the stations, among them some of the fore- 
most practical scientists of the United States, and all 
of them picked men. They conduct original research 
in the physics, chemistry, botany, geology, meteorology, 
agronomy, horticulture, forestry, physiology of men and 
animals, veterinary science, animal industry, dairying, 
rural engineering, and other related varieties of know!- 
“ge. Many give first aid to the perplexed farmer and 
sis immediate problems; they help him eradicate the 
insects from his crops and orchards; they give free ex- 
pert opinion on the character of the soil or the health- 
fulness of a water -supply: they test a certain food 
which has fallen under suspicion; they answer letters on 


& thousand topics. 


In cases of urgent need, a threatened insect pest, or 
@isease among vegetables, fruit, or cattle, the specialist 
in charge of the department under which the threatened 


disaster logically fallg takes the first train to the in- 


fected region. It may be that he can at once prescribe

The stations have done incalculable service to the 
farmers, often in a negative Way, by showing, for ex- 
ample, an analysis of soils, that they must cease plant- 
ing certain things because of soil exhaustion sure to 
follow itheir continuous cropping. Again they will 
show that certain customary ‘fertilizers Bre utterly 
valueless, or that the percentage of fertility they add 
is 4m no way commensurate with their cost: The sta- 
tion-may show. ‘the farmer how tp make at home with 
perhaps one-twentieth of the expense a fertilizer which 
Will do far better service.

to day. By the Babcock test the producer can tell, if 
he will, precisely how much butter fat his milk con- 
tains and label his bottles to correspond. Every quart 
of, milk! sold could. be brought under this test and the 
health of all users of milk safeguarded.

The stations of various states in wheat growir 
regions have added many other millions to the wealth 
of the states by the creation of new wheats superior 
to the olf, ' while corn hag been bred for definite pur- 
poses and largely increased in yield. 

The utmost care is taken to make the wheat better 
at all points than its ancestors, in resistance to disease, 
in increage of yield, in food values., It is expected that 
the wheat yield of .the entire world is to be increased 
enormously: by this creation of new wheats. In many 
cases where they have been given actual field tests the 
reguits have.shown gains of from two to five bushels per 
acre; often the yleld has been much greater. 

[In instances the new wheats have averaged as high as 
twenty-seven bushels per acre, while the average yield of 
the old wheats throughout the states of Minnesota and 
Narth and South Dakota has been from twelve to fifteen 
bushels an acre. 

= 
New Corn Discavered in Illinois College. 

Corn has had an apostle in Prof. Cc. G. Hopkins of the 
Illinois Agricultural céllege. Corn for human food 
should be rich in one élement. Corn for manufacture 
into “olive oil” requires another element | predominat- 
ing. Prof: Hopkins has bred a new corn which is rela- 
tively far richer in oil than any of its ancestors or kins- 
folk, having 6.96 per cent of oil, as against 4.7 per cent 
oil of other corns. As every per cent of fat in corn will 
increase the value of the corn for those manufacturing 
the oil by at least 5 cents a bushel, the immediate com- 
mercial importance of the new corn is evident. 

The e@lement of corn) which is most valuable for 
strengthening food, the protein, the muscle builder, also 
has been increased at will, and where it could make way 
for some other element suitable for some other purpose 
it has been decreased. 

Corn has been produced with 16.11 per cent protein, 
a remarkably huge proportion, and again with 6.66 per 
cent protein. Corn also is bred for a large amount of 
starch. <A large increase in the yield of corn. has fol- 
lowed. Mr. Harwood says this increase is likely to be 
fully ten bushels an acte, an increase which would add 
to ‘the national wealth over $400,000,000 a year.

Farmer Has Become a Scientist. 

With ‘the dawn of the scientific era in-farming has 
come the educated farmer. The first state agricultural 
college is not yet fifty years old. It is in Michigan, 
while most of them date from the last generation of the 
recent century. In the contemporary agricultural college 
the young man learns how to make every implement 
used on the farm, be it wood,.iron, or steel, and how to 
make the tools that make the implements. He learns 
how-to repair at his home made forge a mower, a plow,

Railroads for an Advance 
in Tariffs.

The battie of the great centralized cream- 
ery companies of the central west against the 
railroads and express companies to prevent 

oan increase in the freight rates on cream, 
which occupled the attention of the inter- 
state commerce commission for several days 
last Juhe, will be continued on Tuesday in 
Chicago. Commissioner Prouty will then re 
@ume the hearing of evidence on the com- 
plaints of the Beatrice Creamery company 
and the Fairmont Creamery company of Lin- 
coln, Neb., and the. Blue Valley Creamery 
company of Chicagv. 

While the case is technically that of the 
big creamery companies against the roads to 
prevent them from putting into effect an in- 
créase amounting to from 662-8 to 125 per 
cent in the long distance tariffs on cream, a 
large portion of the interest in the case at- 
taches to the conflict involved between two 
rival butter manufacturing interests; on the 

ene side the great centralized creameries, 
who under existing rates are enabled to 
transport their cream from long distances, 
and on the other the hundreds of small co- 
operative creameries operated. by the farm- 
ers themselves, who are supporting the rail- 
roads against the ‘‘ centralizers.’’ 


Large Creameries Fear Ruin. 


The large creameries, which claim to pro- 
@uce 50.000,000 pounds of butter annually, or 
one-tenth of the total output of the country, 
deciare that if the proposed increases are 
glilowed to go into effect they will be put 
completely out of business, and that their 

vast investment in plants and equipment, 
amounting io approximately $10,000,000, willl 
be rendered useléss, because their profits will 
be entirely wiped out by the freight rates. 
_ They say the profit on a pound of butter is 
’ only half a cent, while the increase amounts 
to 144 cents. 

The railroads claim that the increage in 
the rate on cream is justified, because of 
the value of the product, and that they are 
seeking to protect the interests of the smaller 
‘shippers located on their lines against the 
competition of a great “creamery trust,’ 
in order to promote the spread rather than 
the concentration of the industry. 

. The roads sought early last year to in- 
crease the rate on cream to nearly double 
that on milk. The creameries, through their 
attorneys, Mayer, Meyer & Austrian, secured 
an injunetion from Judge Kohlsaat Sept. 1, 
1907, restraining the roads from putting the 
rates into effect urtil after they had been 
passed upon by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The roads agreed not to contest 
the injunction, and the heering.before Com- 
missioners Prouty and Harlan was begun in 
Chicago June 10. 


Two Separate Cases. 

Two separate cases, that of the creameries 
@gainst the Nebraska roads and the com- 
piaint against the Michigan roads, were 
combined and the evidence was taken to- 
gether. The. express companies were in- 


- eluded in the complaint because of a charge 


that an unreasonably large share of the 
rates paid by the shipper went to the ex- 
} Owing to the immense 
mass of testimony ‘presented and the large 
mumber of parities who were made de- 
fendants it was found ne@essary to con- 
tinue the hearing until Sept. 8. 

The creameries contended that the at- 
tempt. of the railroads to represent them- 
selves as the champions of the smail ship- 
pers was a bluff, declaring that most of 
them hauled their milk and cream to the 
‘local plants. to be separated by wreon 
‘without using the railroads, and that while 
the local creameries paid higher prices to 
the farmers than the centralizers the dif- 
ference was more than compensated by the 
tme @ed labor required for such transporta- 
tion and by the damage to the skimmed milk. 
They further claimed that they had been 
- Operating centralized creameries for years 
in Kansas, Nebraska, Wisconsin. Indiana. 
and other states without harm to the smaller 
shippers. ey also claimed that the agree- 
Ment of the railroads to raise rates amounted 


, te & conspiracy in restraint of trade. 


Sma!l Creameries Fear Trust. 

Scores of representatives of the smaller 
ereameries, dairy experts, etc.. presented 
testimony asserting that while the invest- 
ment:in the centralized plants ts large it is 
much less than —s invested in the local and 
cobperative ya , and that unless the roads 
are permitt haise the rates the butter 
industry of the country will be absorbed by 
a trust. 


The principal witnesses for the larger 


' @reameries have already been heard. The 


‘railroads are now preparing to present large 
numbers of witnesses on Sheir side, and the 


hearing is expected to last for several days. 


The final arguments and briefs will be heard 
before the full commission at Washington 
on a date to be determined later.

It is believed that the real estate market 
js gradually recovering from the midgummer 
dullness and the turn has at last come. The 
improvement in the market is appafent on 
every hand and it is upon a much broader 
scope than most peoplé would suppose. ‘At- 
tention was called last week to the remark- 
able activity in building construction during 
the first half of the year, but even with the 
flattering condition set forth at that time 
most people are not aware and few will ap- 
preciate that building construction, while 
showing a slight decrease in coat, Is upon 
a much larger scale than it was in 1907. It 
is much more active and from @ glance at 
the statistics there is nothing to indicate that 
there had been within the last year a strin- 
gency in the money market. 

For the eight months permits were taken 
out for the construction of 7,227 buildings 
fronting 189,682 feet at a total cost of $40.631,- 
715 as compared with 6,918 buildings front- 
ing 187.875 feet involving & total cost of $40, - 
957,165. or an increase of 900 bulldings, 1,767 
feet of frontage and a decrease of cost of 
only $674,550. 


Few Central Deals Closed. 

While the demand for central, Dusiness 
property is still strong, few deals are closed 
because of the high prices’which owhers are 
asking, refusing absolutely to make any 
concessions from the values which haive been 
established, and the result has been that in- 
vestors in improved. real estate have been 
compelled to go elsewhere than in the central 
district to place their funde. 

This has had the effeet of stimulating the 
demand as well as the price of outlying prop- 
erty and in congequencea considerable nym- 
ber of transactions of more than ugual in- 
terest have been closed. Two or thrée large 
apartment houses, in which the consideration 
in each instance has heen in ¢xtress | of 
$100,000, have been sold @uring thé week, 
while a vast number of déals involving less 
than that have reached a satisfactory con- 
clusion. 


It is not only in the larger properties that | 


the improvement has been felt buf in: its 
ramifications has extended to all claeses of 
real estate. Brokers generally report a bet- 
ter demand for two story flat buildings, while 
the supply of attractive homes is far below 
the demand. 

The statistics for real estate operations for 
the week show a moderate increas¢ in the 
number off transactions which is in wide 
contrast? with conditions prevailing for some 
time. Deeds were filed during the week to 
the number of 623, involving propertyrvalued 
at $2,867,808, against 517 deeds aggregating 
in amount $2,874,305, an increase of 108 déecs 
and a decrease of $6,497. 4 


Real Estate Board. 


The real estate board's committee on 
sanitary district affairs presented its report 
at a meeting of the board Wednesday after- 
noon, approving) the action. of the trustees 


of the sanitary district in making the bridge

Furthermore, he said the engineers employed 
by the United States. city, and sanitary dis- 
trict unanimously are in favor of bascule 
bridges of the present size. Mr. Van Viissin- 
gen then presented the resolution, which gave 
strong indorsement to the present type to 
bascule bridges providing 140 foot span. 
Action upon the report was deferred until 
the next meeting of the board. The real 
estate board will attempt to Investigate and 
take steps to bring about an abatement of 
the noise made by looptrains. The subject 
was brought up at the meeting by Daniel F. 
Crilly, who owns property at the northwest 
corner of Lake street and Fifth avenue 
abutting the loop, formerly owned by the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway. Presi- 
dent Edwin F. Getschell appointed a cam- 
mittee to investigate and see what shall be 
done toward abating the noise.

The Mots Empires, of 
which he is the managing director and the 
guiding gérius, already holds.sway over 
twenty-nine, tncluding the Hippodrome and 
the big Coliseum in London. The augmented 
string of houses will be managed from the 
Moss headquarters in London, and it is pos- 
sible that some of them will be weeded out 
entirely in citles where competition has been 
most ruinous :

If I were writing for an Fingligh public I 
would receive scores of protesting letters if 
I were to assert that the enormous success 
of the Palace Theater of Varieties in London 
marked a real triumph for American vaude- 
ville.

that direction. The indications are that 
they will not be disappointed, . | 

No country is better adapted than th 
United States to take the lead where the 
restoration of prosperity is concerned. It 
does not, like England, depend upon mat 
ufactures, the demand for Which is ul 
certain. It is one of the great producers 
of foodstuffs, the demand for which fs 
constant and inexorable. All: that this 
country needs to set it on its feet after 
it has been tripped up is a bounteous 
harvest.

There arp all sorte of dangers ahead, and 
already im view, which may alter in & mo- 
ment the aspect of things at Constantinople, 
and they are dangers much gravity, be- 
cause it is difficult to see just at present how 
they can possibly be averted or sucéessfully 
combated. The fact that everything has 
gone sthoothly until now im the remarkable 
revolution that hae taken place within the 
last few weeks at Stambaul furnishes addi- 
tional grounds for appretiénsion, and strik- 
ing evidence of the fact thet the compara- 
tive calm now prevailing on the shores of 
ely to last is fur- 
nished by the decision reached by the leaders 
of the Young Turk party te continue for 
some time to come to make the headquar- 
ters of the movement in Paris instead of 
transferring them to the Golden Horn. 

Of course, it is idle to attempt to make any 
definite predictions as to what is going to 
take place in Turkey, for the orient remains 
today, as in times gone by, an impenetrable 
m to western nations. Sir Robert 
Hart, who spent half a century In theservice 
of the Chinese government, and who has seen 
far more of the Chinese during that time 
than of his own countrymen, as well as the 
foreign diplomatists, consular officials, and 
missionaries who had been longest in China, 
had no inkling in advance of the boxer re- 
bellion of 1900, and were totally unpre- 
pared for the native insurrection which re- 
sulted in the siege of the legations at Pe- 
king. In the same way those powers 
of Europe which devote the most constant 
and unremitting attention to the eastern 
question, as well as their most experienced 
and trusted ambassadors and agents of one 
kind and another accredited to the Sublime 
Porte, were all caught napping by the re- 
cent coup d’état‘at Constantinople. In the 
occident it is always possible, being given 
certain facts, to deduct therefrom the more 
or less logical consequences. This is out of 
the question In the orient. The Asiatic 
mind, character, and logic travel in wholly 
different and, to us, mysterious grooves, and 
Hkewise have other equally unknown points 
of departure. All, therefore, that can be 
done is to draw attention to the dangers 
which already are in sight in connection 
with the new state of affairs in Turkey, 
and to point out the rocks which loom om- 
inously ahead, and which may or may not 
precipitate disaster,/bloodshed, and even 
war. 


ee 
Among the most serious of all the problems | 


that confront the new Turkish government 


is that of finance. The treasury is to all 
intents and purposes empty, and the de- 
mands for money ar¢ of the most pressing 
character. Im fact, {it may be safely as- 
serted that, had the army received its pay 
regularly, instead of the latter being left in 
arrears not merely: months, but years to- 
gether, there would have been no coup 
a’état and no revolution, Baron von der 
Goltz, one of the ablest of Emperor Will- 
iam’s generals, and who has had charge of 
the training and onganization of the Ottoman 
army, did not ‘hesitate to declare, on his re- 
turn the other day from a protracted visit to 
Turkey, that, had the officers and men of 
the army received proper treatment from the 
government in the matter of pay dnd com- 
missariat, they never woyjd have taken any 
hand fn the revolt, which could not have 
been accomplished.without their assistance, 
Moreover, he expresses the opinion, shared 
by many others who have made a study of 
the Turkish question, that, once the troops 
receive their money, they will return to their 
complete allegiance te. sultan, ready to 
obey his behests with he same blind obed- 
lence as in days gone by, to protect him if 
necessary against those of the reformers 
who aim at robbing him of his authority. 

As Von der Goltz says, the Turkish troops 
were “suffering indescribable wrong.” 
There was “a never ending drama of un- 
heard tragedy.” Signs of diseontent at 
length appeared among them, and when the 
palace sought to deal with this, not by right- 
ing the wrongs of the men, but by means 
of spies and denunciations, branding inno- 
cent and guilty alike, and placing the re- 
sponsibility lost patience and courage, and 
finally broke into open mutiny. 

What undoubtedly precipitated the crisis 
was the conviction that further foreign in- 
tervention in Macedonia was imminent. As 
I pointetd out in these letters at the time 


ment, and again on the occasion of the meet- 
ing of King Edward and the czar at Reval 
last Whitsuntide, the Turks always have 
banked upon the long standing enmity .be- 
tween Russia and Great Britain. They saw 
in the animosity and jealousy of those two 
nations the safety of their empire. They 
did not like England, but they felt that they 
could rely upon her, for her own sake, to 
stay Russia from seizing Ottoman territory, 

as she did in 1877, when she arrested the ad- 
sana of the Muscovite army at San Stefano 
—_that is to say, actually within sight of Con- 
stantinople, and prevented the seizure of 
the sultan’s capital by the victorious troops 
of the czar.., 

This species of British protection from 
Russian aggression was regarded in Turkey 
as ceasing to exist when the convention be- 
tween the cabinets of London and St. Peters- 
burg was concluded just a year ago, and 
learning that at the meeting of Edward VII. 
and Nicholas IT. at Reval, an agreement hed 
been reached for foreign action of a dras- 
tic and armed character in Macedonia, the 
Turks came to the conclusion that unless 
something Was done quickly that province 
would be lost,to the sultan’s empire, iike 
Bulgaria, Eastern’ Roumania, Bosnia, Her- 
zegovina, afic Crete. It became known soon 
after the meeting at Reval that the various 
great powers, notably France, Italy, and 
after some hesitation Austria, had intimated 
their approval of the course d upon by 
Russia and England with ard to Mace- 
donia. Even Berlin, when appealed to by 
the porte, pointed out that in view of the 
terrible maladministration of that province, 
the neglect of the porte to institute any of 
the methods of government and reforms to 
which it had pledged itself by the terme of
